Sir Henry Pollock, 
describing the origin of the College,

the British have founded o Colony, 
which, constitutionally speaking; 
follows the lines of older British 


Colonics clsewhere,-and, indeed those |- 


of Grent-Britain herself, yet docs not 
attempt to subvert Chinese tradition 
and thought to Western ideology. 
It Is casy to see, therefore, a very 
strang resemblance in principle be- 
tween the {ideals and practice of this 
College and those of the Colony of 
Hongkong in which It Js situated. 


Nor'is that the only bond of this 
nature existing between them. Sir 
Henry Pollock spoke of the genesis 
of the Hongkong University as hav- 
ing originated at St. “Stephen's 
College and went on to produce very 
strong evidence in support of that 
momentous assertion. That erent 
achievement can never fall to be a 
source of fervid pride to all whom 
St. Stephen's has and has had under 
its wing and Jt is, as Slr, Henry end- 
ed by saying, a most desirable thing 
that such facts should be recorded, 
known and appreciated. ; 


Now, when the ‘University came 
into being, one of the prime objec- 
tives of its -founders, 
among whom were the leading  ad- 
ministrators of this Colomy, and es- 
pecially of Sir Frederick Lugard, 
was the education and service of the 
youth not merely of Hongkong but 
alsé of China, not to mention 
China's neighbours. ;

qualities of the British Public School 
system. ure plainly, to be scen amongst 
St. Stephen's ‘men, past and present: 
and it is in commemoration of the 
gencrosity which that spirit has evok- 
ed that we have met to-day: to see 
unveiled the names cut in enduring 
metal, of those who gave frecly of 
their substance that St,- Stephen's 
College might, be the.better enabled 
to yo forward’ on her great mission. 


In a little ‘while it will be my pri- 
vilege 1o unveil the tablets ‘set up 
in honourable record of that liberality. 
1 shall do so with right good will 
and the hope that thls will not be 
my last ser¢ice to the College.

Sir Henry.Pollock also dwelt on the 
recent outstanding success attained by 
the Colleyze in the Hongkong Univer 
sity Matriculation Exomination, in 
which the Schoot broke all its pre- 
vious records and-obtained the hiph- 
est percentaye of honours, 

At the conclusion of the speeches, 

_ Sir Geoffry Northcote accepted with 
expressions of appreciation a framed 
photograph of the College, presented 
‘to him by Master Erle Ho os u mee 
mento, of the occasion. 

Ten over, His Excellency visited the 
new Preparatory School, a fine and 
modern one-storey building situated 
close to the sea to thé west of the 
College,

The Collere was founded in West- 
ern Strect in March, 1903, by the late 
Honouruble Sir Kal Ho-kat, Dr. 8. W, 
Tso, the late Mr. Chau Sfu-li, the 
late Sir Boshnn Wel-yuk, Mr. Lai 
Kwai-pul and others, as a school for 
their sons, on the Ines of the English 
Pubtic Schools, but teaching also the 
Ideals and literature of Chita.

St. Stephen's College pained a stood 
name under Archdeacon Barnett and 
the Rev. W. H. Hewitt, mp, who 
were the first two Wardens, It wos 
at this school's prize-siving that Sir 
Frederick (now Lord) Lugard first 
suggested a University for Honghkony.

In 1909 the Lat Kwai Pul Hall was 
added by gencrous.donors to the old 
buildings of this College, which were 
{hen held on a 21 years’ Lease. The

A NEW ADVANCE 

Whon the 1021 carthquake cracked 
our old bulldings, the New Building 
scheme became a necessity. Tho stu- 
dents of 1022, under tho leadership. of 
Mr. Tang Shiu-kin, Mr. T. O, Tso, Mr, 
held 
theatrical performances which raised 
$0,143 for the fund for new bulldings. 
In ‘1924 the College Council sold the 
remaining four years of the lease of 
tho Western Strect premises for 
$200,000, nnd the College had the dis- 
comfort df temporary quarters for 
four-ond-half years, Mednwhile Mr, 
Mok Kon-sang who had alread 
donated a scholarship. to the school, 
was approached by his old friend Dr, 
Tso an generously consented to head 
the donors’ Ist with the handsome 
gitt' of $20,000. The tower of this 
maln building ts nomed after ~Mr. 
Mok, Our students each year con- 
tinued thelr efforts with bazaurs and 
cancerts and for six years raised an 
nveroge. of $5,000 per year, The 
Old Boys simultaneously ralsed large 
sums by means of treatrical perfor- 
Mances and formed a Committee to 
eollect subseriptions.. The: Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman of that Commiltce 
were Mr. Li Hol-tung, Hon. Mr, 7, 
N. Chau and Mr. Tang Shiu-kin, and 


‘the Hon, Secretary was Mr, Li King- 


hong, a. The winning group in 
collecting funds consisted of Messrs, 
Chau Slu-ng, Cheung Wing-kue, Nz 
Hon-ting, Lo Stu-chcuk, and Fung 
Man-sul. 


The General Committee for the new 
buildings, formed in 1924, consisted of 
the College Council, the Old Boys’ 
Committee and the Staff, and I was 
elected to the Chairman, which post 
L have held ever since, 


It may be mentioned that St. 
Stephen's College is the only large 
Anglo-Chinese’ school in the Colony 
which receives no grant-in-ald from 
the Government. So, of the sum of 
$500,000 already spent on new bulld- 
ings, no money has come from the 
Hongkong Government, and none 
from Enjland, with the exception of 
some donntions from'personal {friends 
of the College. * 

But we have reason to be deeply 


‘grateful to successive Governors and 


OMcials'who have helped us mnateri- 
ally, For instanee In 1928 the Gov- 
ernment pencrousty granted the new 
site at Stanley on a Garden Lease 
of 21 years, with the suggestion of 
ranting o renewable Ieasc of 75 
years on the whole site torether with 
such Jand as is necessary to secure 
privacy, if $600,000 were spent within 
that perlod of 21 -years, 


This sum of $500,000 has been 
spent within less than ten years, upon 
these new buildings at Stanlcy, and 
we are atcordingly approaching the 
Government shortly for the grant of 
a tenure of soventy-flve years, re- 
newable, upon ‘the whole areca now 
beld on Garden Lease. - 

‘Ton years ago this Peninsula, from 
Stanley Village to Wong Ma Kok 
was uninhabited and our Collega 
can therefore claim to be a pioncer 
of progress in this district. Sir Cecil 
Clement! in 1927 came out to this 
site on which we stand and Indicated 
the lands *to ‘the south-cast os” our 
“future playing-flelds.” | Unfortun- 
ately the Government found it neces- 
sary in 1037 to erect a Gao} on these 
areas, Thus our possibilities’ of ex- 
tension In future years are scriously 
restricted. The Government has 
kindly enar-marked such ftand ag 
remains on the north-cast, between 
our site and the sea, for future ex~- 
tenslon. 


THE PREPARATORY SCHOOL 

The ‘last financial drive in. 1933 
enabled us to build the new Pre- 
paratory School of which Messrs, 
Chau and Lee are the Architects and 
Messrs. Sang Hop the Contractors. 
This school, which we Invite you to 
inspect after tea, is situated some 
600 yards from the College on an 
additional area generously granted 
by Government. The olm of the 
Preparatory School is to provide a 
solld foundation in Chinese for boys 
oped 8-12 years, Ono Iesson per day 
ly given by an English lady in Engel 
Ush. The fees for boarders In the 
Preparatory School nre $500 per year 
inclusive (day children $120 per 
year). The: Warden of the Collese, 
Rev, E, W. L. Martin, resides in the 
Preparatory School, and Mrs. Martin, 
who has had long” experience with 
children in Hongkong, acts as Matron, 
Mr. C. H. Tam, ua, 1s Director of 
Chinese Studies, and four Chinese 
Indy teachers ajso give instruction. 
Mandarin is taught as a subject. 

Jt ts our alm that the Chinese 
studies Jearnt ‘in the Prep. School 
will be continued” without a break 
throughout the six years of Middle 
School in St. Stephen’s College. 

Mention may here be made of the 
recent outstanding success attained 
by St. Stephen’s In the Hongkong 
University Matriculation Examina- 
tion, in which this school broke alt 
its previous records and indeed Ob- 
taincd the highest percentage ‘of 
Honours in. the examination.

ALL PROPHETS 
ARE NOT FOOLS 


Prophets, agcording to the 
meaning of the word, are 
divinely inspired. But there 
are false prophets whose inspira- 
tion is anything but divine and 
others, who might like to be 
known to their contemporaries 
as having uttered deep and far- 
seeing truths, who are no more 
than fools. , It is so easy to build 
a reputation on prognostication, 
when dealing with the gullible. 
As Professor Leacock once re- 
marked: I tell you that in one 
hundred years we shall have 
reached a point of mechanical 
perfection where one ‘presses a 
button and one’s breakfast leaps 
out at one; and another, and 
one’s bath comes trundling into 
the room; and another, and there 
ig a ready-made baby; and I ex- 


‘pect you to say; “What vision!” 


Professor Leacock may have 
been making fun of certain of 
hig acquaintances who, at that 
time, were predicting the com- 
plete political and economic 
collapse of civilisation. But 
then there: is no knowing, very 
often, just what Professor 
Leacock is poking fun’ at. It 
may be himself; or his students. 


‘[In any event he had not very 


much use for prophets, 


But there are predictions, 
from clear-thinking men which 
are worthy of consideration. In 


1858 Sir Richard Owen’ express-. 
led the hope and confidence that 


the new trans-Atlantic telegraph 
and other “applications of pure 
science” would tend to abolish 
wars all over the earth. And in 
1899 Michael Foster said that 
the very greatness “of modern 
power of destruction is already 
becoming a bar to its use and 
bids fair... . wholly to. put an 
end: to it.” 


Looking at the world to-day 
one wonders, and is inclined to 
the belief that these men were 
misled, perhaps. And yet there 
are accomplishments which tend 
to support Sir Richard's view. 


AThere is no question but im- 


proved communications, due to 
natural science, ‘have been 
in drawing . to- 
gether the momber-states of the 
British Empire, and so, as 2 
modern commentator points out, 
in spite of other centrifugal in- 
fluences, saving its integrity. 


It is'safe 
to say that relations between 
the United States and Great 
Britain, and ‘the United States 
and the British Dominions, and

LIFE IN THE NAVY’S 


Apologies to Gurney in Melbourne Herald. 


- FASTEST SHIPS. 


New York. 
MODERN destroyer is 
A the fastest ship in the 
Navy, and perhaps its 
life is the most exciting: of 
all of them. It is a small 
ship; about 1,500 tons, with 


seven officers and 150 MeN -gostruction are worked from an signalling 14 knots,’ sir.” 


or thereabouts. Its job in 
life is to protect the big ship 
from submarine and surface 
torpedo attacks and to at- 
tack enemy ships. -. 

It must do this ‘whatever the 
cost and without regard to its 
own safety. The big ships are 
the things that really count in 
sea power, and the destroyer’s 
motto is: “The big ships must 
get through.” The destroyer 
has changed very much since the 
War. It is faster. It dashes 
through the water at 42. knots 
instead of the oltl 35. 

It can-operate over a much 
larger area. The old destroyer 
could carry only sufficient provi- 
sions for 48 hours at sea. The 
modern ones, through refriger- 
ation, can stay at sea 21 days. 

During ‘the Italian crisis a 
flotilla -of destroyers secretly 
went non-stop from England to 
Haifa, in Palestine, in eight days, 
and perhaps averted a war. That 
would have been impossible in 
1918. ; 

The destroyer’s gunnery has 
been improved and the, comfort 
of the crew’s quarters consider- 
ably increased. 

The officers of a destroyer are 
a race of men apart.” In many 
ways they are almost as different 
from the big-ship officers as a 
soldier is from.a policeman. 


THE- MEN_IN DESTROYERS 


They love their cramped quar- 
ters. They revel in hard work. 
I know from my own observa- 
tion that they often work on 
deck and in.their cabins sixteen 
hours a day. ~ 

The great attraction of a de- 
stroyer is that you get a big job 
when you are young. ° 

A man of 28 can be the ‘first 
lieutenant of a destroyer, run- 
ning the whole ship under_the 
captain, its gunnery practice, 


Foster’s ‘predictions have to 
some, extent come true. It is 
not: a fact that the horror of 
war has made collisions im- 
possible. But at least the 
realisation of its. destructiveness 
is a deterrent. There have been 
episodes and incidents in the 
past few months which'a cen- 
tury, indeed twenty.years ago, 
would have. precipitated conflict.

Scientists at Yerkes Observa- 
tory are perfecting a. specially 
designed electric — recording 
device with which they ‘hope to 
“gee” a huge double star whose 
presence so far is known only by 
mathematical calculation. 


Dr. Otto’ Struve, director of the’ 
observatory, and Profs, G, P, Kuiper 
and Bengt Stromgren.are credited 
with discovery of the new star, 
Epsilon Aurligae, which already has 
been determined to be the largest yet 
discovered, : 


It has a diameter 3,000 times larger 
than that of the sun, and o radius of 
almost 9,000 million Miles. It is 
calculated to be about 3,000 light 
years from the Earth... 


The discoverers explained, that It 
really is a pair of giant suns, i} 
smaller component, hottest of the tw 
was known as carly as 1899 when It 
was studied by. Dr. Edwin Brant 
Frost, late director of Yerkes. This 
component gives off most of the star's 
visible Mpght. . 

The larger component Js ‘“cool" 
with a temperature of 1,000 degrees 
centlyrade, and is invisible because 
of the Infra-red quality of Its radia- 
lion: This latter quality, Dr, Struve 
explained, makes it Impossible to sce

Dr, Struve sald they hoped to 
record the star through use of a new 
thermo-couple perfected in the ob- 


‘ servatory, “The thermo-couple will 


pick up a-small clectric current 

‘generated by the star's radiation and 
thus prove our carlicr calculations 
correct.” : 

Spectrum lines of the white com- 
ponents, he explained, indicated to 
astronomers the presence of n second 

ponent. Perlodic fading of: in- 

* tensity of the light. indicated it was 
an “eclipsing binary.” - 

“To account for the observed facts, 
Dr. Struve said, “Stromgren develop- 
ed the theory which explained the 
eclipses on the basis of the white star 
passing behind a red component 
which had an fonized atmosphere. 

. “Had ft not been for the action of 
the infra-red component's. jonised 
layer there would have been no ap- 
precinble dimming, for the normal 
unionised atmosphere of the Infra- 
red star is practically transparent.” 
‘Dr, Struve said he regarded the 
discovery of the double star as among 
the most important contributions of 
the Yerkes Observatory In {ts 40 
years of existence, — :

But there 
are false prophets whose inspira- 
tion ig anything but divine’ and 
others, who might like to be 
known to their contemporaries 
as having uttered deep and far- 
seeing truths, who are no more 
than fools. . It is so easy to build

when dealing with the "gullible. 
As Professor Leacock once re-

STUDY DOUBLE STAR, 
LARGEST KNOWN 


Williams Bay, Wisconsin. 

Scientists at Yerkes Observa- 
tory are perfecting a specially 
designed electric recording 
device with which they hope to 
“geo” o huge double star whose 
presence so far is known only by 
mathematical calculation. 


Dr. Otto Struve, director of the 
observatory, und Profs. G. P. Kuiper 
and Bengt Stromygren are credited 
with discovery of the new star, 
Epsilon Aurigad, which already has 
been determined to be the largest yet 
discovered, 


It has a diameter 3,000 liines Jarger 
than that of the sun, and a radius of 
almost 3,000 milion miles, It is 
calculated to be about 3,000 Nght 
years from the Earth, 


The discoverers explained that it 
really Is a pair of giant suns. The 
imaller component, hottest of the two, 
was known aos early as,1899 when it 
was, studicd by “Dr. "Edwin Brant 
Frost, Inte director of Yerkes. This 
component gives off most of the star's 
visible Nght. . 

The larger component fs “cool” 
with a temperature of 1,000 degrees 


- centigrade, and is invisible because 


of the infra-red quality of its radia- 
tion, This latter quality, Dr, Struve 
explained, makes it impossible to see 
even through the mest powerful tele- 
scope or even to photograph: : 

“One of tho most startling results 
of the discovery was thy detection of 
a shell of Joniscd gus in the outermost 
gerne surrounding the star,” he 
sald, : ; 


TO PROVE CALCULATIONS 


“This gas revolyes around the star 
just as the atmosphere of the Earth 
rotates with it, The infra-red stellar 
atmosphere Is illuminated by the light 
of the. other component. We ob- 


- served: -the opacity of- this stellar 


atmosphere through the 40-incn 
Yerkes telescope. 

Dr. Struve said they hoped to 
record the star through use of a new 
thermo-couple perfected In the ob- 
servatory, “The thermo-couple will 
pick up a small electric current 
generated by the star's radiation and 
thus prove our cariier calculations 
correct.” wet 

Spectrum lines of the white com- 
ponents, he explained, ‘indicated to 
astronomers the presence of a second 
component. Perlodic fading of in- 
tensity of the light Indicated it was 
an “eclipsing binary.” 

“Tg account for the observed facts, 
Dr. Struve sald, “Stromeren devclop- 
ed the theory which explained the 
eclipses on the basis of the white star 
passing bchind a red component 
which had an ionized atmosphere, 

* “fad it not been for the action of 
the infra-red component's joniscd 
layer there would havo been no uap- 
preciable dimming, for the normal 
unionised atmosphere of the infra- 


- red star is practically transparent.” 


Dr. Struve sald he regarded the 
discovery of the double star as amony 
the most important contributions of 
the Yerkes Observatory .in its 40 
years of existence.

It Is notable, too, that the Football 
Associntion, except on rare occasions, 
have always chosen a centre half cap- 
able of playing in the. old-fashioned 
constructive style for {he England 
nm, 


WHERE SCOTLAND LEADS 


I om told that In a) match | last 
Saturday count was kept, and that a 
centre half headed the ball 68 times, 
In the majority of cnoses it wos in 
eae with the opposing centre for- 
ward. 


But two managers have told me 
that they Intend to hold private 
practice’ matches without heading, 
except In the penalty orea;
